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Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
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Display conditions:

That when the publication is on public display, the classification given to the

SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The magazine entitled Cannabis Canada Summer 95 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 18 years. 

The magazine is a politically oriented publication which is published as a forum for 
those who advocate reform of the laws relating to the plant genus cannabis. The 
magazine contains a range of articles and advertisements which focus on the range of 
uses of cannabis: the magazine focuses on the industrial, agricultural and medicinal 
properties of cannabis. The magazine also provides information on the historical and 
anthrpological use of cannabis. While the magazine has some focus on the value of 
cannabis as a recreational drug, the dominant effect of the magazine is of a plant that 
has multiple uses. 
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Although the focus of the publication remains one of law reform, and the publication 
treats the subject in a serious manner, the Classification Office is aware of the social 
concerns that exist over cannabis use by young persons, and the costs of enforcing 
drug laws. Due to the emphasis given to drug use and the potential harm that could 
be caused by young teenagers accessing such publications, the Classification Office 
is therefore of the opinion that the availability of the publication is likely to be injurious 
to the public good unless it is restricted to an adult audience. In reaching this 
conclusion, the Classification Office has expressly taken the New Zealand Bill of 
Rights Act 1990 into consideration. 
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
